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“Hot Up the Fire’’ 

Winston Churchill, addressing the House of 
Commons yesterday, outlined the immediate 
policy of the United Nations in regard to Italy. 

We will, he said, let them “stew in their 
own iuice for a bit.” and, in the meantime, 
will “hot up the fire.” 

In thus reverting to homely expression, 

ritain's prime minister used language every- 

one can understand. Italy is probably on the 
verge of accepting the Allied peace terms— 
unconditional surrender—and nothing will 
speed that acceptance so forcefully as an 
acceleration of the military pressure we are 
now exerting. 

There will be, for so long as Italy remains 
a combatant, more and heavier air raids upon 
her militarily important cities and other army. 
installations. There will be, very soon, the 
final drive which shall destroy the last Axis 
strength in Sicily. Until Italy lays down her 
arms, we shall, again the language of 
Churchill, attack until she is “seared, scarred 
and blackened from one end to the other.”

Placing the Guilt 

The first indictments under the recently 
enacted anti-strike law, brought by a federal 
grand jury at Pittsburgh, offer the first legal 
opportunity. to properly differentiate between 
men who are guilty of direct interference with 
the nation’s war program, and that great pro- 
portion of union workers who, though loyal 
Americans desirous of doing their utmost for 
victory, are helpless pawns of saboteurs in the 
guise of union leaders. 

The 30 indicted are accused of fomenting 
strikes and of conspiracy in connection with 
work stoppages in Pennsylvania coal mines, 
after those mines had been taken over by the 
federal government and after the men had 
been ordered back to work both by authorized 
federal agencies and by their own union presi- 
dent, John L. Lewis. 

It has always been known that the vast 
majority of coal miners, as of all American 
workers, do not sympathize with war work 
stoppages for any cause whatever. But, under 
union organization, they are helpless when 
their leaders call a strike. If they did not obey 
they would lose their union membership which, 
in closed shop industries, means their right to 
work for a living for themselves and their 
families. Further, any attempt to work despite 
the strike call places them in imminent danger 
of assault and bodily injury at the hands of 
pickets. 

All, including the great majority of union 
members, are agreed that men who conspire 
to, and succeed in calling strikes in war indus- 
try, are foes of this country at war and, as 
such, should be properly punished. 

Now, under the new anti-strike law, the 
finger of accusation has been pointed at indi- 
viduals, following thorough investigation by 
the FBI. Those indicted will be given fair 
trials. If guilty the law specifies what their 
punishment shall be. It may be imprisonment 
for a year, a fine of $5,000 or both. 

If they are innocent, the verdict will so state. 

However, when sentence is passed on such as 
may be guilty, it will not only remove active 
enemies from position where they can attack us, 
it will serve as warning to others. 

And, most important of all, it will relieve 
one branch of organized labor of an incubus 
which has done more to dis¢redit unionism than 
any other event in all its history.

It has all come from contributions of 
men in the service, their friends, and from 
Army-organized and sponsored entertainments. 
Army Emergency Relief does not take the place 
of established agencies for the care of soldiers 
and their dependents, such as the Red Cross, 
Veterans’ Administration, etc. Rather, it is the 
agency .hrough which benefits of these other 
agencies can be obtained. It is the place where 
help can be quickly obtained and in the interim 
which sometimes exists while contacts with 
other agencies are being established and their 
final action obtained.

LET'S RATIFY THIS AMENDMENT. 

(From The Georgia Legionnaire) 
_ Among the 28 amendments to the Constitution 
of Georgia which the voters of the state will con- 
sider in the general election of August 3, is one 
that vitally concerns every veteran of every war 
and the family of every veteran. It is the one 
which gives a uniform preference, identical with 
that accorded under the federal civil service, to 
all veterans who are otherwise qualified and who 
apply for jobs with the state, county or municipal 
governments. 

The amendment has aroused a whispering 
opposition on the part of those who are anxious 
to “freeze” all the jobs while the majority of pa- 
triotic young men in the country are away from 
home and in the armed forces of their country. 

All Legionnaires should rally behind this 
amendment and get it ratified by an overwhelm- 
ing vote. 

It is small enough gfatuity to offer to the 
men who are risking their lives in the present 
war. While, of course, it does not undertake to 
guarantee a job for every returning veteran, it 
does say to him: “If you and somebody else are 
equally qualified to fill a public job for which 
there is a vacancy, we will see that you have the 
first call.” 

The amendment is an enlightened one. It 
conforms to the practice of most of the other 
states, and is in line with the progressive spirit 
which now prevails in Georgia.

RED CROSS LONDON, England—(By Mail)—In another piece 

wrote that no matter what you gave to the 
Red Cross before, it was worth it and more. It is doing a fine, 
honest job, and it has a place in the hearts of the American soldier 
which will stay there forever. 

A Georgia girl, Miss Ann Douglas, of Sa- 
vannah, happens to be in charge of recreation 
in the largest club in London. It is, actually, 
the largest one any war has ever known. 

A visit to it may give an answer to some 
of the questions the people of America may be 
asking about what the Red Cross 1s doing. The 
clubs are not merely in London They are 
everywhere there are American soldiers in 
number. 

This one—the Columbia—occupies what was 
once a hotel. Into it comes a soldier. Let us 
say your son. He registers at a desk as he 
would in a hotel. 

For one shilling, about 20 cents, he gets a 
geod clean bed for. the night. The sheets and 
pillow cases are changed every day They 
like that. In this club he may even get a room 
with no more than one other man in it. They 
like that. After sleeping in barracks he likes 

a little privacy now and then. 

He gets a meal for 20 cents. He may get sandwiches and coffee 
for less. He may see a movie free or he may attend a dance 
English girls come to them. They are carefully selected. He may 
attend a state party. That is when he meets men from his own 
state. There may be dancing lessons on the night he is there 
There may be sightseeing tripe on the day he is there. There is 
wholesome, interesting recreation for him. It isn’t something a 
soldier wants to run away from. There isn't any of the regimented 
stuff that went on in some of the huts during the other war 
which made the soldiers of that war suspicious of almagt every 
organization save the Salvation Army. 

Miss Douglas has the biggest recreation job in this war and 
she is doing a great job of it. She has even managed to dig up 
some gymnasium equipment, a couple of punching bags and some 
weights. She is looking for other stuff. The men like that. 


At another club I met Miss Rosalie Hull, also of Savannah.

Constitution pictures, (They always remember our Mr. Rogers.) 
She is organizing recreation at her club and is getting it going 
well. She has had but a few weeks on the job. 

In another section of England I met Miss Eliza King and Miss 
Mildred Turner, of Atlanta. A Columbia, S. C., girl, Roberta 
Peay, was also on the job with them. 

They were working with- the field units of the Red Cross. 
When your boy can’t come to town they go to him with free 
doughnuts and free American coffee and free potato chips and 
free writing paper and tables at which to write. They also talk 
to the G. I. Joes about home and each visit is good for morale. 
It is like a letter from home. 

All this, of course, is in addition to the many other jobs the 
Red Cross is doing. They are the better-known jobs. These I 
write about are not so well known.

We talked Atlanta for some time. Mellett is in a heavy bombard- 
ment group and he has made-a great record with his crew. 

A Canadian sailor from Toronto joined us. We waited. and 
waited and I had to leave them there. They were determined to 
see Winston Churchill and to cheer him. 

I watched some pilots come in after a sweep over France where 
they had fought Germans. All of them looked young, terribly 
young. I thought about our own plan in Georgia to let the young 
men of 18 and 19 and 20 have the right to ballot. If you could 
see them here, as they come back. from the job of fighting for you, 
I think you'd vote yes, . 

It's a young man’s world. They are doing the big job

He is fighting for a system of free and fair competition, in which 
he can climb as high as his abilities will take him and earn as 
much as he deserves and spend it as he pleases. 

He is fighting for the right to look a tough boss in the eve 
and say: “‘Listen, Mister. You can’t talk to me that way. If vou 
want to fire me, all right; but don’t call me names unless you 
want one hung on your chin.” 

He is fighting for the right to regard the corner cop, the mayor, 
the judge and the governor as public servants—his servants—to 
be respected so long as they deserve respect, but to be scorned and 
kicked out if they become corrupt or get too big for their breeches. 

He is fighting for the right to respect himself and hold his chin 
up and believe himself just as good as any other man. 

He is fighting for the right to write a letter to the editor. tell- 
ing what he thinks about the mess on Main street or the one in 
Washington. 

He is fighting for the right to declare his beliefs, openly and 
loudly, whether they are right or wrong, wise or foolish, and to 
persuade others to agree with him if he can. 

He is fighting for the greatest privilege and the highest attribute 
of civilization—the-right and duty to debate matters of common 
interest in public, to compromise with the opposition, and to accept 
with good grace the decision of the majority. 

Men who are not free have homes to love, and the privileged 
everywhere have luxuries to enjoy. They fight to preserve what 
they have. But Joe and all his kind fight to save and perpetuate 
the only system on earth that gives ordinary people equality and 
dignity and self-respect, and gives the humblest a fair chance to 
become the greatest if he has what it takes. Man never had a 
greater thing to fight and die for.

Kiska Raided 20 Times. 


The Wake Island raid was made 
Saturday. On Sunday in the North 
Pacific Army Warhawk fighter 
planes ferried bombs over Japa- 
nese-held Kiska Island in 10 raids 
to raise the total attacks in two 
days to 20. The Sunday bombings 
were followed up shortly after 
midnight Monday morning by an 
unusual one-plane raid on the 
Gertrude Cove area of Kiska. This 
apparently was intended to keep 
the Japs from getting any relief 
or rest from attack. 

The Warhawks were credited 
with hits on the Japanese airfield 
and antiaircraft positions at North 
Head, which guards the entrance 
to Kiska harbor, and also with 
strafing the main camp area, North 
Head and Little Kiska Island, 


which guards the southern ap-| 


proaches to the harbor. 

“Fires were started at Little

the capital foe, Germany. 

These requirements, it was as- 
sumed, include air bases. 

Altaough Churchill plainly de- 
clared that the war is to go on 
with Italy, he intimated that the 
Allies hope Italy will decide to 
surrender before it is too late. 

‘We certainly do not seek to re- 
duce Italian life to a condition of 
chaos and anarchy and find our- 
selves without any authorities with 
whom to deal,” he continued.

Intimating that the Allies 
would expect the use of facilities 
in Italy to pursue the war against 
Germany, Churchill further prom- 
ised the Italians “a respectable 
place in new and rescued Europe” 
if they surrender honorably in the 
near future. 

But he warned the Badoglio 
government, of which he said he 
knew “little or nothing,” that if it 
continues to let the Germans make 
of Italy their “preliminary battle- 
ground,” the Allies “shall continue 
to make war on Italy from every 
quarter, north and south, from sea, 
land and air.”

A U. S. INFANTRY ARTIL- 
LERY TRAINING CENTER IN 
CHINA, July 27.—(4)—Thousands 
of Chinese officers and enlisted 
men will be schooled in American. 
infantry and artillery practices at 
two new centers which the United 
States Army has established here 
in the Hollywoodish setting of the 
Himalayan foothills. 


The centers have been operating 
since April 1. ‘Scores of key Chi- 
nese soldiers already have com- 
pleted courses ranging f.om 
horseshoeing to complex artillery 
calculations and have returned to 
their units to instruct others. This

nese military history. They are | 
called centers because from them 
go trained Chinese who establish 
smaller schools in all parts of un- 
occupied China, 

The centers are symbolic of the 
spirit of all for one and one for 
all—to break the Japanese stran- 
glehold. 

The instructors teach through 
interpreters. It’s a sluggish pro- 
cedure, but nobody complains. As 
one Chinese put it, “We're not go- 
ing to complain especially about 
inconsequentials no matter what 
it takes to do the job.” 


Head of the infantry center is 
Brigadier Thomas S. Arms, 50, of 
Cleveland. He has spent 27 years 
in the United States Army and his 
three sons are following 
footsteps. Lieutenant Thomas S. 
Arms Jr., is serving under his dad 
here in the tactical section. Robert 
is an instructor in the Royal Ca- 
nadian Air Force. William is in 
the U. S. Air Force Officer Can- 
didate school back home. Mrs. 
Arms lives in Carmel, Cal. 


“We're not trying tc make ex- 
perts, but expert instructors, out 
of the Chinese,” the general ex- 
plained in an interview. 


He said theories taught by the 
Chinese and the Americans don't 
differ much, but there is a big 


/methods. 

“The Chinese,” he pointed out, 
“have instructed heretofore by the 
lecture method whereas we go into 
the field and teach by actual ex- 
perience under conditions that are 
as real as possible.” 

On General Arms’ staff are 80)

The field artillery center com- 
manded by Brigadier Jerome J. 
Waters, 51, of Springfield, Mo., is 
located in one of the most beauti- 
ful spots in all China. Waters 
started from scratch and built a 
fine plant in a broad green valley 
surrounded by tall multicolored 
Himalayan foothills. General Wa- 
ters has a fetish for “fixing a 
place up” and he has outdone him- 
self here. 

Waters has been in the Army 
26 years. He served in France 
during World War 1 as a battery 
captain. His son, Sergeant Jerome 
J. Waters III, 23, is serving under 
him here. He has a daughter, 
Rosalie, 17. His wife drives a Red 
Cross ambulance in Springfield, 
Missouri.
